South Melbourne come to Lions Stadium today as league leaders, a position 
they have held for most of the year^ However they are a team under 
pressure for they now have Sydney City right on their tail with a game 
in hand and a potential one point advantage over the Gunners. This sort 
of situation means that there will be no thought of an away point in 
coach John Margaritis mind so the South Melbourne football machine will 
be geared to attack a Lions defence that fears no one. What and who do 
we watch for in this team of Australian superstars, this club that spares 
no expence in getting any player they feel may do a job for them. Their 
line up reads like a Who*s Who of Australian soccer and it is right we 
should name the two brilliant young Socceroos, Davidson and Blair first. 
These two are defenders who will be in the national team for years as 
they are still only twenty. Blair a centre halfl and Davidson an 
attacking fullback. The two veterans who make up the back four, Arthur 
Xanthopoulos and Vince Bannon, add the correct amount of skill and 
experience to make this a very strong defensive line. The mid-field is 
also a place where experience is a pre-requisite and the club has 
speculated heavily in\the transfer market bringing’ in Jim Shirra a long 
time professional in Scotland and matching him with John Stevenson, for 
long the mastermind behind Sydney City.

They can go on the field fully confident that they are man for 
man just as good at playing the game as their opponents. Our back line 
is the equal of anything in the league,, if not better than most and in 
mid-field Lions Youthfulness could quite easily equate the know how of the 
Gunners trio. Up front Lions would have an edge with big Bob Latchford 
playing his last guest match for the club, and perhaps the key to the whole 
match could come from his little partner Craig Low who cracked in another 
great goal last week in Wollongong. This guy has it in him to become a 
real personality in the game and with Davidson fond of overlapping, it 
could be a case of who'll watch who. Calvin Daunt had another big game 
last week and his height could bother the South Melbourne defence which, 
if it has a weakness, could be described as short. It's a game Lions want 
to win and no doubt the fact that they are playing in front of their own 
fans always gives that little incentive, so get behind the lads today and 
let them know.
